Belaboring 
them with sticks picked up by the rescuers 
did not turn their attention, and the lad 
might as well have struggled alone. 


Blew Off the Head

Seeing that their efforts were fruitless, 
Mr. Mann ran back to get a shotgun, and, 
after watching a moment, found an oppor- 
tunity to ‘place the gun close to the head 
of one of the dogs and fire without endan- 
gering the boy.

headed the animal, and the other dogs, 
taking fright at the report, fied from the 
Scene as suddenly as they had attacked the 
lad.

After working for the Lake Shore Rail- 
way for a time, Navin studied law and 
practiced in Adrian. He soon. established 
a large business, becoming enerally pop- 
ular, but especially with the Irish. He 
became interested in a lung pad concern, 
which was reputed to do a iarge business, 
and he was said to be very successful in 
pages winning propositions in grain deals. 
ie spent money freely, bought a handsome 
home for his parents at a cost of $25,000 
or $30,000 and expended large sums on the 
family. He lived in bachelor apartments 
down town, where he frequently enter- 
tained, by this means adding to his pop- 
ularity end influence. 

In 1881, when but 26 years of age, Navin 
was elected mayor of his home city and 
became known as the Kid Mayor of Adrian. 
His election platform advocated extensive 
improvements for the city, among which 
was a project for the establishment of 
waterworks, for which the citizens voted 
to issue $150,000 of 6 per cent bonds, but 
their issue was never authorized by the 
city council. 

arly in February, 1882, inquiries reached 
the city from an eastern insurance com- 
pany asking if the Adrian water bonds 
were genuine. This brought inquiries by 
the officials and citizens, and it was learned 
that a New York trust ‘company had nege- 
tiated the sale of these bonds, which were 
signed by T. J. Navin as mayor and Fran- 
cis Stanton recorder. The latter said Na- 
vin had brought 75 city bonds to him on 
Feb. 2, og that the council would au- 
thorize their issue at its next meeting and 
he had sigtwed them. 

The question then arose as to how the re- 
corder’s name became attached to the other 
75 bonds and to certain documents sent to 
eastern firms and which convinced the 
brokers and prospective buyers that the 
bonds were genuine and their issue au- 
thorized. 

As a result of the exposure, Navin left 
Adrian quietly, and within five hours after 
his d rture an express package contain- 
ing 000 reached Adrian addressed to 
him. This was the first remittance of pur- 
chase money of the bonds, so that none 
reached Navin’s hands.

Father Bosch Who has Lab- 
ored at Pine Ridge Agency 
for Fifteen Years.

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 21.—The death of 
Father Aloisius Bosch at tHe S8t. John's 
Hospital in this city, marks the termination 
of a life, ideal in its devotion to duty. 
Father Bosch was brought here a few 
weeks ago from Pine Ridge Indian Agency 
to undergo an operation in the hope of 
saving his life. 

For 15 years Father Bosch has labored 
constantly with the Indians on this agency, 
and his death is the direct result of hs 
faithfulness to his charges. The Holy 
Rosuery Mission on the Pine Ridge Agency, 
where Father Bosch has lived these 156 
years, has, during that time, become fam- 
ous with the Indians. The Indians have 
looked “upon him as a holy man, and all 
their tribal troub'e¢s and individual dif- 
ferences, they have laid before him like 
little children. 

Two years ago last spring, during a ter- 
rific storm, an Indian came to the door of 
Father Bosch’s cottage with the story of

Father Bosch imm.:d- 
oy Be sadd.ed his pony, and with the Indian 
on a guide, started out.

IG LIBRAR 
MADE OF BRICK 
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Earthen Tablets Excavated 
in Babylonia Make Very 
Interesting Reading. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Prof. Hilprécht of 
Philadelphia, who lectured recently at Ber- 
lin on his exacation work. at Nippur, the 
Site of one of the capitals of ancient 
Babylonia, expected to unearth tablets on 
the. site of the royal library. When he 
returns to Nippur next summer, he will 
recommence his operations. 

Meantime another excavator, Prof, Del- 
Itzsch, has happened on more than three 
thousand earthen tablets, all covered by 
cuneiform writing, which is undoubtedly 
all that remains of one of the Babylonian 
libraries. Judging by the fragments the 
professor thinks there must have been 
nearly a quarter of a million of them. They 
were the books of that time. 

It took about twenty of these bricks to 
make a book; they were numbered con- 
secutively in the top right-hand corner, an- 
swering to modern paging. Delitzsch’s find 


comprises bricks and about a dozen 
different subjects, astronomy, § astrol- 
Ogy, geometry, arithmetic, music, danc- 


ing, reading and writing. Not only 
are they scientific treatises but they 
Show as well how these subjects were 


taught in ancient Babylonia when Nebu- 
chadnezzar was king. 

Many of the tablets are wofully defaced, 
but translations of them wili doubtless be 
forthcoming. The music lessons must have 
been funny. Evidently the students stood 
in @ row, and each note had a correspond- 
ing bodily movement,,legs and arms being 
thrust backward and forward as the note 
was uttered. But it did hot seem necessary 
that all the students should sing the same 
note at once. The master stood in front 
with an instrument shaped like a long 
zither, on which he twanged the note he 
wanted, or, perhaps it was an accompani- 
ment. Judging by the remains, a Babylon- 
fan music class must have been a kind of 
pandemonium. 

The interpretation of dreams was a high- 
ly developed science. No one could Interpret 
dreams unless he was less than 30 or more 
than 60 years old, It required either youth- 
ful enthusiasm or the wisdom of old age. 
Every satraphy had aq college of dream in- 
spectors in which the science was pur- 
sued with ardor. There was a long Hst of 
the most rigid rules used in this sctenoe, and 
careful records were kept of remarkable 
fulfillments. 

These brick libraries were scattered up 
and down Babylonia and elaborate courts 
and buildings were raived to contain them. 
It took a boy 15 years to learn to read and 
write the simplified Babylonian writing, 
and if he were exceptionally gifted, he 
could read the complicated and contracted 
style in another five years. 

A large number of the brick books are on 
the subject of tax-paying, but it is doubt- 
ful whether modern nations can learn any- 
thing on this subject from the Babylonians, 
The tax gatherers were highly respected 
citizens, but more learned than loved, and 
it ts curfous to note that tax gatherers re- 
ceived instructions how to manage and 
find the tax-payers at home. There was no 
escaping the Babylonian tax gatherer, who 
seems to have done his work in a highly 
effecient manner. —

INSANE PATIENT 
ATEN TO OEATH 


Revolting Story of Abuse at 
the Insane Asylum at 
Topeka, Kan, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 21.—Earl Neil and 
M. W. Peterson, attendants at the insane 
asylum, are locked up in the county jail 
on a charge of murdering Amos D. Max- 
well, a patient from Frankfort. They had 
a preliminary examination yesterday and 
were held upon the testimony of R. H. 
Farrat, the gardener. 

The autopsy held upon the body of Max- 
well showed a slight red mark around the 
right eye, four small red spots, such as 
might have been made by finger nails, on 
the right shoulder and a few very small 
bruises on the arm and hips These were 
the extent of outward injuries. With these 
few spots to show for it, the man’s ribs 
head been broken in about 15 places, his 
breastbone crushed like an eggshell and 
the lung cavity punctured by broken ribs, 
the puncture in one place going clear into 
the lung. 

Farrat’s testimony at the hearing was 
substantially as follows: 


Saw Men “Stomping” 
on Their Victim. 

“I went up to ward five about ? o’clock 
after two of my assistants who are kept 
there. As I entered the hall I heard a dis- 
turbance—hollering. It seemed to be calis 
for help. I went on to the main hall, where 
I could see, and saw the two men, who had 
Maxwell down on his back and were 


‘stomping’ him. He was hollering, and I 
could not hear what he was saying except 
‘Oh!’ that way. He said that just as 
opened the door. The door was about 40 
feet from where they were. Maxwell’ was 
lying on his back, with his feet toward 
me The two men were bending over him 
and thumping him with both their feet and 
hands. They seemed not to be hitting him 
with their fists, but slapping him, rather. 
While I was standing there they quit and 
helped him up and put him on a bench, 
or settee. He lopped back like he was ex- 
hausted, and said nothing. I did not hear 
either of the attendants say toy | to 
him or to each other while they were at- 
ing him or after thy set him in the chalir.’”’ 

“Did you know Maxwell?” asked At- 
torney Nichols. 

“Yes,” answered Farrah. “He came from 
the same town I did—Frankfort, Marshall 
County—and I used to have just a speak- 
ing acquaintance with him there. hen 
he was brought here, a few days ago, 
think {t was the 9th. I went up to him and 
shook hands with him.”’ 

Connected with. Deputy Coroner Buck- 
master’s description of the injuries and 
broken hones in Maxwell's body, Farrah’'s 
story was of vital importance, and showed 
how. by “stomping” the man flat-footed, 
the two attendants could have inflicted 
such horrible Injuries without leaving many 
external marks of violence. In Dr. Hoge- 
boom's list of injuries, which he had taken 
down as the autosny was in progress, only 
a few of the long list were of the kind that 
would have been outwardly visible. 

As the case now stands it looks very 


black for the two attendants, Neil and Pet- 


erson. It would seem, from the testimony, 
that they had deliberately trampled upon 
the man with the intention of injuring him 
ans much as ~possible without leaving 
bruises or marks which would Es them 
away and bring down the displeseure 
of the officials of tha inatitution. They 
slapped him, it seems, because it would 
not leave the marks that a blow of a fist 
would. 

There could have been no prolonged = 
gravution on the part of the patient to 
make these men unreasonably angry, be- 
enuse the man had been under their care 
leas. than a week, and was not known 
to the other attendaants as an unruly sub- 
ject. His form of Insanity was not of the 
vielous kird, but rather one of tnertia and 
torpor. The man was weakened by age 
and G@igease. and even if he had been a 
raving maniac, it would have been un- 
recersary for two strong you men to 
treak his breast bone and fifteen ribs 
to subjugate him—it Is supposed that this 
is not one of the duties of attendante 
at state asviums. The manner in which he 
wae dealt with leads to a suspicion that a 
etudied method for crushing the brea 
out of patients without gy, 3 visible 
marks had been resorted to by Neil and 
Roterson.

Modern baseball, and especially mod- 
ern salaries, has brought out a new clags 


of players, the college man being much 
in evidence. Many of these players will 
not go out in the minor leagues, because 
they can make more money in other 
lines of business. There are men in St. 
Louis who have turned down good offers 
for the reason that they didn’t need the 
money and preferred to play on city and 
suburban teams.

The Cases Include All Kinds of Mental 
Aberration and Most of Those 
Afflicted Have a Desire to 

Commit Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 21.—The pub- 
lic and the press in this city are asking: 
“Is there an epidemic of insanity in this 
city?’ and with reason. Since the first of 
the year insanity has run riot through 
Kkansas City and vicinity and the police 
here have had to deal with over a score of 
cases. 

The result is that the first thing asked 
when a prisoner who looks a little unusual 
is broughe in, is regarding his mental con- 
dition. The prisoner who is quiet, the 
prisoner who is noisy, the prisoner with 
the shifty eyes and the prisoner with a 
vacant stare al] placed in the category of 
crazed persons and closely watched. 

It is possible that the ‘‘crazy scare’’ the 
police have experienced may have branded 
some prisoners as “‘non compos mentis”’ 
who were all right so far as their thinking 
powers were concerned. One or two cases 
were undoubtedly the insanity caused by 
drink, but, happily, none of these has been 
sent to the asylum.

Bar Association Appoints a 
Committee to. Fight the 
Present Law. 


At the meeting of the Bar Association 
held in courtroom number 7 at the 
courthouse yesterday the special jury law 
was vehemently denounced, and the recent 
exposures of its corrupt employment by 
the Post-Dispatch heartily indorsed by the 
reprosentative barristers who were present. 
After several hours eepnt in speechmaking 
Chairman E. J. Cunningham appointed a 
committee composed of Ward D. BEisen- 
burg, Frank K. Ryan and A. R. Taylor to 
get data showing the injustice of the law, 
and to draft @ resolution asking its re- 
peal by the legislature. The committee 
will report the results of thelr work at 
the next meeting, which is scheduled for 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock In the court 
of appeals. 


Attorney Ernest E. Woodin in his ad- 
dress said:* “The Post-Dispatch has pub- 
lished articles that show concisely how 
this special jury law does the commu- 
nity a great injury. I for one think, as 
do many co-workers in this association, 
that great credit is due the paper for 
its efforts to eradicate an unjust law 
that will permit a defendant to pick his 
own jury, oftentimes from branches of 
trade with which he is allied. The jury 
in a case of this kind know that to 
award a verdict to his opponent would 
be against their business interests, and 
for that reason are blind to the demands 
of justice.” 

Col. B. R. Taylor said in past that no- 
where else in the United States is such 
an offensive, un-American law tolerated. 
“No jurisprudence in the. world would 
hesitate at adopting the law if it was 
beneficial to the people,” he continued. 
“In 1895 an attempt was made to have 
the law repealed at Jefferson City, but 
in some way the bill was pigeonholed. 
If the = pec does not repeal it soon 
there will in all probabilily be an upris- 
ing of the people to have their demands 
recognized.’ 


Promised to 

Repeal the Law. 

Chairman Cunningham said that he had 
just returned from tite state capitol and 


while there had interviewed a majority 
of the members of both houses and they 
promised thelr support to the repeal of 
the law and expressed hopes that the Dill 
would be introduced during this session 
which terminates March 18. ‘‘The business 
men of St. Louis feel the brunt of the law 
while it is in affect. This past week more 
the na nthousand of them were subpenaed 
from their placee of business to do jury 
service at a dollar a day. The harm done 
to their affairs is incalculable. The cases 
they are used in places them in an cm- 
barrassing position socially and at the 
same time keeps men who perhaps need 
the pay from the oppose to earn it.’”’

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JAPANESE LABOR 
NOT A SUCCES 


Efforts of Union Pacific to 
Colonize Japs Regarded 
as Failure. 


CHEYENNE, Wryo., Feb. 21.—The much 
talked of effort of the Union Pacific rall- 
road to colonize the section gangs between 
Omaha and Ogden with Japanese laborers 
is now virtually classed as a failure, direct- 
ly traceaable to qualities inherent to the 
Jap himself. 

The Jap has been called “the Yankee of 
the Orient,”’ a title which is only partially 
deserved, for, while the Jap is at once vola- 
tile and adaptive, he uttterly lacks those 
other and adjunctive qualities of endurance, 
steadfastness and perseverance, which have 
made the American Yankee a potent factor 
in modern world development. 

The Jap is alike light in physique and 
staying qualities and seems to be as lack- 
ing in moral steadiness as he is in phy- 
sical force. On the Union Pacific section 
gangs the wages are $1.25 per day, with 
free houses and free coal, it being, how- 
ever, an accepted axiom that four white 
men will habitually and naturally do the 
work of five Jape. 

It has been found impossible, in the 
Japanese direction, to induce these “Orli- 
ental Yankees” to perform more, or an av- 
erage, than three days’ work out of a 
stated six. In the membership of the 83 
Pnion Pacific section gangs between Omaha 
and Ogden, requiring an aggregate of 415 
laborers, there are now only # Japanese 
em plored. 

They are fearless. independent, Intelli- 
gent, wandering and adventurous—a liver 
by wit instead of by work. 

His chief present American vocation ig 
found in the Hight labors of the Paclfic 
coast orchards and gardens, the Japanese 
not infrequently developing into an actual 
contractor in fruit and vegetable market- 
ing and shipment. 

These men of the mikado rarely indulg> 
in the orlental oplum pipe and are seldom 
possessed of the hop flend. In the use of 
tobacco they are pecullar, being inveterate 
smokers, and yet among @ Jap laborers 
all were habitual and constant smokers, 
while only one of the entire 60 chewed the 
narcotic plug. 

The Jap and the Chinaman are, prac- 
tically, the reverse of each other. The 
Jap spends, the Chinaman saves; the Jap 
is migratory, the Chinaman is domestic; 
a Jap will contract and beat a board Dill, 
the Chinaman will keep his own house 
any pay his grocer.

were wielded by the boodlers, bribers and their friends. The 
sentiment of the great mass of St. Loulsans was sound and 
effective in support of Mr. Folk. 

Not one reputable newspaper in St. Louts failed to give Mr. 
Folk the most hearty and effective support in the exposure of 
boodling and in commendation of his course. ‘The Post-Dis- 
patch, which has been exposing and denouncing corruption for 
years, gave Mr. Folk the most powerful ald in his work—aid 
without which it would have been difficult for him to accom- 
plist nearly as much as he did. It printed exposures of boodle 
schemes which gave the circuit attorney valuable clews, and sent 
& representative to Mexico to persuade Murrell to surrender 
without any pledge of immunity or obligation on the part of 
the circuit attorney. Murrell’s surrender brought about the 
indictment of 18 boodlers, the indictment of Butler, and greatly 
aided in the prosecution of both boodlers and bribers. 

The Post-Dispatch proposed a public fund for the prosecution 
of the boodlers, contributing thereto $500. The fund was raised 
by private subscription, and, in addition to the fund whch 
was contributed at the beginning of the boodle prosecution, 
enabled Mr. Folk to pursue his work without the hampering 
condition of lack of money, for the supplying of which no pro- 
vision was made by the state. 

Citizens of 8t. Louis, outside of boodlers, bribers and men in- 
volved with them and officials immediately under their in- 
fluence, have solidly stood by Mr. Folk, applauding his course 
and giving him the great aid of sound public sentiment. The 
sentiment of the state of Missourl, which Mr. Steffens applauds, 
was a reflection of the sentiment of the press and people of 
St. Louls. 

Lack of public excitement and of public mass meetings has been 
cited as proof of the apathy of the people of St. Lou's towards 
the boodle prosecution. Circuit Attorney Folk himself opposed 
public mass meetings on the ground that they might make 
it difficult to secure local juries for the trial of boodle cases 
and it should be noted that little political importance attached 
to the exposures, and no reform campaign was based upon 
them because our reform campaign had previousiy taken place 
and through the election of Mr. Folk fad brought ‘about the 
prosecutions. ¢ 

St. Louis has certainly been plunged in a mire of corruption, 
48 many other cities have, but no man could ask for stronger 
public support than Mr. Folk has received from 8t. Louis peopk 
in his attempt to pull the city out of the mire. 

The best proof of this is the fact that a verdict of guilt was 
brought in every boodle case that reached a jury.

HE unique characteristic of our age is 
that tools, books, comforts and con- 
veniences are being diffused. Once 

only the rich man had his carriage; now 
the poor man rides, and with a nickel pays 
his coachman. 

Once the beautiful was concentrated in 
cathedrals and palaces, while the common 
people lived in mud houses, wore rags and 
walked on dirt floors. Now the beautiful 
is organized into coats, into carpets, into 
decorations on the wall. : 

Even more significant is the diffusion of 
wealth and the equalizing of opportunities. 
All doors of progress are now open alike 
to the widow's son and the banker’s child. 

Men make much of the -enormous for- 
tunes but they forget that Washington was 
far richer in his day, in view of the little 
wealth of that time than Carnegie and 
Rockefeller are in our day, in view of the 
amount of property that now exists. 

Superficial men sometimes say that there 
are no more great changes. Gone forever 
the day when opportunity was great 
through new lands, new forests, new mines 
or a new country. But such statements are 
based upon misapprehension, 

Every new tool that is invented, every 
new business that is developed, carries 
with it a hundred new positions and 
openings for young men. Some years ago I 
listened to the testimony before one of the 
Blue Book commissions in Parliament. The 
whole subject of the chances of the young 
men of today was up for investigation. An 
old manufacturer from Manchester was on 
the witness stand. He had accumulated an 
immense fortune and was giving his testi- 
mony. He said that in 1840 he went up to 
Manchester to find his fortune. At that 
time he had only a strong hand, a sturdy 
purpose, and £100. 

“Would a young man with £100 in his 
hands, similarly biessed in body and mind, 
have an equal chance today?’’ asked the 
chairman of the commission. 

“He wou'd have no chance whatever,” 
was the old manufacturer’s answer. 
“With my £100 I set up a little loom, but 
a youth today could not compete with us 
unless he began with £200,000 to £500,000.” 
Then the old manufacturer went on to 
slam the door of hope in the face of every 
youth But as the tesiimony proceeded I 
noticed one thing in the man’s discussion. 
He said that during the first 30 years of 
his career as manufacturer he averaged 
about a thousand pounds a year. He also

Nor must we forget another considera- 
tion. Lift your eyes and look about you.

It is not necessary for a young man 
to climb so high that he can push one of 
these great men out of the exalted position 
he occupies. Remember one thing. Death 
sits up all night and every n‘ght, neither 
slumbering nor sleeping, to make sharp his 
scythe to cut down these tall men.

Yet 
a weasel can hear both these sounds as 
plainly as you car the report of a gun, 
and a sound-registering machine—the phon- 
autograph—will chow them both, with 
scores of other sounds you are deaf to. 

The usual note of the mole is a low purr, 
which it uses a good deal while at work 
underground; and ft can also shout at the 
top of its voica tf hurt or alarmed, but 
though it shouted and purred in your ear 
you wouldn't hear it. 
however, with its delicate pencil that 
nrarks the volume of sound on & wpaner, 
gives the quantity of both sounds.

That evening Mrs. Mcll- 
henny gave a dinner in her honor and later 
in the evening she witnessed the Momus 
parade from the balcony of the Pickwick 
Club and attended another ball, given by 
the carnival organization. She has been 
accompanied to these festivities by Miss 
Root, who has attended simply as a spec- 
tator, being in mourning. 

PLEASES ALL SHE MEETS. 

Among those whom Miss Roosevelt has 
met and who have been especially atten- 
tive to her are Mrs. Edgar Farrar, a 
niece of Mrs. Jefferson Davis, and her 
charming daughter, Miss. Letitia Stevenson, 
daughter of ex-Vice President Adelai BSte- 
venson of Illinols, who is here as the guest 
of her cousin, Capt. Charles 8. Brownwall; 
the three daughters of Gen. Joe Wheeler, 
who are here with their father, and Baron 
andBaroness Vietinzhoff of St. Petersburg. 
The baroness was formerly Miss Martha 
Fay of New York. 

She has been introduced to representa- 
tive southern aristocracy without reserve, 
although it is said that this is the most 
difficult society: in the world to enter. She 
has aleo met Admiral and Mre. Schiey at 
some of the functions. 

Every one who has met Miss Roosevelt 
scems to be thoroughly captivated by her. 
She is cordial without being gushing, and 
appears quite as reserved at times as the 
conservative society into which ehe is now 
thrown for the first time. And she pos- 
sesses a wonderful amount of tact. She 
does or says nothing that can give the 
slightest offense. 

“She is certainly a diplomat,” gaid ore 
of New Orleans’ society young ladies, who 
met her. “She knows just what to say and 
when to say it, she does not get into awk- 
ward corners from which it is difficult to 
find exit. She has so far avoided talking 
about any matters whatsoever that might 
lead to criticism of her father, the Presi- 
dent, nor does she allude to any criticisms 
that have appeared in the southern papers 
from time to time and which take him #0 
severely to task for his position on the 
race question.’’ 

ATTENTIONS AT THE BALL. 

Miss Roosevelt's first appearance in pub- 
lic was at the Atlantean bal] Tuesday even- 
ing . While there was nothing ostentatious 
in the welcome accorded her, it was most 
cordial and pronounced. 

After this year’s court had been intro- 
duced, and the queen and maids who 
honored last year’s ball had been escorted 
to the throne, the King of the Atlanteans 
beckoned his special courier and placed in 
his hands a royal decree, written in letters 
of gold upon the whitest of parchment. 
The courier hurried to the box where Miss 
Roosevelt was sitting and, bending low, 
presented the scroll, which conveyed to her 


the King’s wish that she should meet his‘ 


Queen and court. In obedience to the in- 
vitation, Miss Roosevelt rose and was es- 
corted upon the platform. 

The maskers divided into two long lines, 
leaving a lane which lead to the throne. As 
Miss Roosevelt mounted the platform the 
band played “Way Down South in Dixie,”’ 
and the Opera House resounded to the 
cheers of the Atlanteans and their guests. 
It was at once the delicacy of the compli- 
ment and the desire of those present to fit- 
tingly welcome Miss Roosevelt which 
brought the house to its feet.

PIERRE, 8. D., Feb. 21.—The divorce 
laws of South Dakota will not be changed 
at this session of the legislature, because 
of the effective lobby work by the hotel- 
keepers and the lawyers, 

The hotel men don't want the divorce 
laws changed because it would drive away 
the six-month residenters; and the law- 
yers, or a considerable element of them, 
oppose changing the present easy incor- 
poration laws because they have worked 
up a big business incorporating concerns 
under this state's laws, getting bianket 


_ Charters to go where they choose and do 


whatever business they please. 
A corporation can be organized in South 
Dzkota with powers to do almost anything, 
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incorpugate all kinds of concerns here. 
These characters are expected some day to 


have been issued to wildcat concerns. 

The recent statements by Cardinal Gib- 
bons in his sermon at Baltimore concern- 
ing the divorce laws of the state has 
aroused some consternation among mem- 
bers of the bar, and Judge John 1. Burns 
of Deadwood has replied in an open letter 
in which Cardinal Gibbons is taken to task. 
The declaration to which Judge Burns 
takes the greatest exception was that 
“South Dakota had the unenviable distinc- 
tion of ting divorces for the mere ask- 
ing of it on the sole condition of a brief 
sojourn within borders.”’ 

f Cardinal Gibbons is correctly quoted, 
says Judge Burns, he has deliberate! 
slandered the laws and the people of Sout 
Dakota. Continuing the judge says: “A 
mere misieading statement the _ distin- 

ished prelate could hardly have made. 
Reaamen fairness and clerical carefulness 
dictated that he should have investigated 
the facts. He wovl | have found that there 
are but six grounds upon which a divorce 
can be granted in the state—adultery, de- 
sertion. willful neglect or hab‘tual intem- 
perance must exist for one year before 
either is a ground for divorce. The fault, 
if any, lies not in the laws themselves, and 
not in our courts, for a cleaner, purer, or 
more €nlightened bench does nct exist than 
that of South Dakota. The fault lies in the 
innate cussedness of human nature as it 
exists in the titled foreigner and shady ad- 
venturers and adventuresses which other 
etates turn loose upon us. Begin reform 
there. I think it is time that the slanders 
should cease, and that those, whatever their 
cloth, who ere as ignorant upon the sub- 
ject as is Cardinal Gibbons should hold 
their peace.”’

THE STATE'S CLAIM TO THE 
LAND IT IS SEEKING 


Was Once Included in the Territory 
of Arkansas, But Was Ceded to the 
Indians When Barbour Made 
the Cherokee Treaty. .

McRae has introduced in ihe Houge a bill 
changing .the western boundary of the 
state of Arkansas to a line parallel with 
the present Mmits, bait '4 miles further 
west. 

To take the bill as it was presented to 
the House, the new line will .begin at “a 
point 40 miles west of the southwest cor- 
ner of the state of Missouri and run south 
to the right bank of~the Red river, and 
thence down said river to the line of the 
State of Louisiana."’ 

The bill provides for the annexation of 
a strip of land # miles wide and about 
300 miles long, in all about 12,000 square 
miles, or 7,000,000 acres. Arkansas claims 
this land and alleges that it was illegally 
taken and given to the Indians. .

This, it is believed, will 
prove an obstacle to the efforts of the 
Arkansas deiegation in Congress to get 
the land back. 

It i8 in the most valuable part of the 
Inaian Territory,.and if Arkansas coul:

The action of the acid is direct. It reachés 
the tetanus germs, multiplying in Dooley’s 
veins, envelopes them and kills them in 
Cxactly the same manner as if poured on 
a fiy.

How Tens of Thousands of| 


Workmen Labor Together 
Without Confusion. 


EVERYTHING SUPERVISED 
BY DIVISION OF WORKS 


Specifications Are Accurate and Com- 
plete in Detail and Every Page is 
Signed—No Chance for an Ar- 
gument by Contractors. 


Few St. Lovisans, not to speak of dwell- 
ers in more remote localities, understand 
the organization under which the great 
buildings of the Levisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition are rising in air and its grounds are 
assuming the level and slope planned by 
the designers under which on any bright 
day, éven now in midwinter, over 1500 work- 
men are laboring, and under which, next 


spring and summer, from 10,000 to 16,000 
men will lift and hammer and saw each 
independently, yet harmoniously and with 
out logs of power to the service of one 
great end. 

All the physical work on the site is 
planned and supervised by the division of 
works, one of the four co-ordinate branches 
of the Exposition’s administration; yet less 
than 50 men of all the hundreds at work on 
the site are employed and paid directly by 
the Exposition. The workmen are nearly 
all employed by contractors. The small 
contingent on the site which is under sal- 
ary from the division of works are all ex- 
perts, and have the duty of geeing that the 
plans and specifications for the work are 
carried out; that the excavated earth Is 
taken from the proper place and deposited 
in the proper place; that the specified num- 
ber of piles, of the specified soundness and 
length, are driven in the specified places; 
that lumber of the specified dimensions is 
fastened with nails and bolts and rods of 
the specified size, in the specified place. 


The Outline 
Of the Work. 
Taking one of the big buildings as an ex- 
ample, the routine by which the work is 
done fs this: 


The architect of the building prepares in 
his office, in St. Paul or Kansas City, New 
York or Boston, small scale drawings—ele- 
vations, planes and sections—showing his de- 
signs, and other drawings calied “full-size 
details,"" showing the decorative features— 
capitals, friezes, cartouches, bases, spand- 
rels, etc.—in their full size. 

The engineers and draughtsmen of the 
division of works prepare ‘‘construction 
drawings,’’ showing how and where the 
lumber, iron and eteel must be erected to 
carry out these designs. 

The specification writer of the division of 
works describes in words, with painstaking 
definiteness, the kind and dimensions or 
lumber, iron and steel, the kind and mix- 
ture of paint, the character of roof, etc., 
that is required in the work. He aijso 
writes the time that the work must be 
delivered complete and the penalty for 
failure to complete it in time. 

All this material, being the plans and 
specifications for the work, is copied by 
process and copies are given to contractors 
who desire, in their pariance, ‘‘to figure the 
job." These contractors send in sealed 
bids, accompanied by certified checks to 
evidence good faith, stating the amount of 
money tor which they will do the specified 
work. 

Bids are opened in the presence of al] the 
bidders and the work is awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

The contractor Sves his bond and signs 
his contract in duplicate, which includes 
signing every page of the specifications and 
every page of the drawings and frequently 
involves the writing of the firm name sev- 
eral thousand times. 


Contractor Takes 
Hold of the Job. 


The contractor is now ready to begin his 
physical operations, and the work of the di- 
vision of works, as it concerns this job, is 
finished except to watch that the plans 
and specifications are followed out. For 
this purpose a superintendent in the pay of 
the division of works, an expert builder, of- 
ten an architect, is assigned to be always on 
the work during working hours and to ob- 
serve the erection of every stick of timber 
on the job. With a building covering some 
14 acres, on which several hundreds of 
men are at work in a score or more of 
gangs, this is not a sinecure, espectally if 
the contractor has an inclination § to 
“skimp” his work. The superintendent al- 
so sees that the work is done with dispatch 
that promises completion at or before the 
specified time. He records each day the 
number of each class of workmen on the 
job. The division of works, through this 
superintendent, keeps in touch with the 
work. 

The contractor’s name to each page of 
the specifications prevents argument and 
misunderstanding, and as the director of 
works is, by the egpectfications, made the 
final arbiter in case of dispute, and, as he 
can always enforce his findings by stopping 
the contractor's monthly payments, results 
are rapidly achieved, as is always the Gage 
in a strongly centralized organization. 

The contractor !s not compelled to carry 
the full cost of his building until it is com- 
pleted, but is paid each month 85 per cent 
of the value of the work he has done durin 
the month, The other 15 per cent is hel 
out until the work is complete. A blank 
“Requisition for Payment” is filled out and 
signed by the contractor and certified by 
the exposition superintendent. 


A large number of important contracts 
on the Fair grounds have already been fin- 
ished, such as the River des Peres channe!l- 
way, the three engine houses, the press 
building and the electrical railway, and the 
cortractors have been paid in full. 

The government, library. physics, dor- 
mitory and gymnasium bulidings are, gen- 
erally speaking, not being erected under the 
direct supervision of the division of works, 
but these works are Exposition contracts 
and employ large forces of men. 

Each general contractor lets aub-contracts 
to from one to twenty sub-contractors. 
Even on so comparatively small an amount 
of work ag the excavating and reveting of

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LONDON POLICE 
ARE. DIFFERENT

In England the Inclination Is 
to Obey the Law, While in 
American Cities It Isn't.

LONDON, Feb. 21.—“One policeman with 
2 club is worth ten without,” is the conclu- 
sion Deputy Police Commissioner Piper of 
New York has arrived at, after having 
studied the London police system all this 
week, 

Capt. Piper came her for rest, he says, 

but he has been working hard 12 hours 
every day. 
“Any opinion I may have given hereto- 
fore regarding the London police arrange- 
ments, necessarily were superficial,’ he 
continued, ‘it is only now that I am be- 
ginning to dig down into the matter. 

“One thing that is perfectly clear is that 
the police problems here are quite differ- 
ent from those in New York and most 
American cities, because of the different 
conditions and the different people. 

“With us the natural propensiiy ts to 
regulation, if it can be done with safety. 
Here the inclination is to obey the law. 
‘Londoners are very subservient to the 
police, and Go not mind being held up for 
a little time. Our people are in a greater 
hurry to ‘get there;’ they ara@ more impa- 
tient, and less amenable to authority. The 
club with us is a necessity. Whenever the 
London police get into difficulty they are 
pretty helpless, though ordinarily they get 
along without the club, 

“That the London police are polite is un- 
questionable, but they are obeyed so read- 
ilv they thave nothing to ruffle them. 

“In street cleaning Londoners are some- 
what ahead of us.”’ 

Rethg asked what he thought of the con- 
dition of Picadilly Circus and Regent 
street when thronged with giddy women at 
night, Capt. Piper answered. 

“There is nothing as bad as that In any 
thoroughfare in New York. The police hare 
don't appear to have instructions to inter- 
fere with the women, but such a state of 
affairs would not be tolerated in New York, 
especially in the main thoroughfares."’

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LOAN ACCOUN] 
BAOXE RECORD 


Saturday Showed $950,208,- 
000, Being Higher Than 
March 1, Last Year, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. i 

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.-The Evening Post 
Says: 

“The New York stock market was closed 
for an extra holiday and there were no 
quotations. The foreign markets were open 
and the markets at those points generally 
improved. British consols in particular 
moved up sharply, recovering most of their 
loss. Yesterday's price for that security 
was within one-quarter pvoint of the lowest 
reached in the whole war period—a very 
singular fact, and one which speaks rather 
impressively as to the real feeling of Lon- 
don'’s money and investing market. Amer- 
ican stocks in London went, as a rule, a 
fraction below the New York level. 

“Although the stock exchange here was 
closed, the banks were open, and the bank 
statement was duly published. It was an 
unexpectedly weak showing. Cash hold- 
ings, to begin with, decreased much more 
largely than any of Friday's estimates 
would warrant. Along with this, $3,760,000 
loss in cash, the loan account expanded 
$13,900,000, making a total increase of $78,- 
666,000 in the past six weeks. This is some 
$6,000,000 or $7,000,000 larger than last year's 
increase for this period. The loan increase 
is, of course, again attributable to bor- 
rowing for corporation purposes; the stock 
exchange has had no hand ia it. Loans are 
far above those of a year ago. 

“It may be added that with this week's 
expansion, the loan account breaks all New 
York records. Until today the total of 
$928,195,000 on March 1, last vear, was the 
maximum. Today's figures are $20,208,000. 
Surplus reserves returned today are the 
lowest reached at this date in any year 
since 1889. 

“This week's violent rise in cotton was 
hardly needed to emphasize the tightening 
of the lines tn the matter of living ex- 
penses. A glance at the comparative table 
of commodity prices wi!l show how goener- 
ally the cost of necessaries has been going 
up, even from the very high level of a year 
ago. The cause of this very striking move- 
ment will no doubt be hotly debated when 
the economic philosophers get really on 
its trail. Some of them are likely to find 
the phenomena hard to square with pre- 
conceived theories. 

‘To the public at large, however, the 
problem of more immediate interest will 
coneern not causes but results. Several 
questions in this regard are nowadays 
harassing both producers and _  consum- 
ers. Are these high prices likely to con- 
tinue, and so, how long? If they 
continue, is there to be a further ag- 
gressive movement for advancing the 
price of labor? If such advances are 
demanded and conceded, how will tha 
wage question present itself whi pure 
and profits finally turn the corner 

“At the moment these are questions 
which no one can confidently answer; 
yet they are questions which have very 
much to do with the future of individ- 
ual as of national prosperity. Mr. Stick- 
ney in his forecast of Dec. 31 had some 
rather striking observations on this 
phase of the outlook, his position being 
that what has been happening is a gen- 
eral shift, both of income and expenses, 
to a higher level, leaving the net result 
to the individual dependent on cirecum- 
stances. There is also the other side 
of the problem, how long it will be pos- 
sible for prices here to rise faster than 
they rise abroad. In Europe they are 
rising, but hardly, all things considered, 
in the ratio of our advance, and this is 
vmartly the meaning of our import 
rade. Perhaps we shall not be able to 
test the real nature of the price situa- 
tion until we have a more urgent cause 
for enlarging our general exports.

W. B. HAYS WINS. MUCH TO 
SURPRISE OF POLITICIANS 


Wife Declares He’s a Good Man, No 
Matter What He Might Have Done 


Twenty-Five Years Ago When 
He Was Young. 


Special to the Post.Dispateh. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 21.—An exciting 
political campaign and election has just 
been completed, resulting in the election 
of William B. Hays as recorder of this 
city. Few expected the result, in view of 
which the following published letter from 
Hays’ divorced wife makes interesting read- 
ing.

NE of the most useful public parks in St. Louis is menaced by the proposal 
( ) to erect in its center an ordinary bathhouse. This is Carr Park. 
The vandalism ini this case is all the more remarkable because of the siz 
of the park, whieh is practically only one block in extent. A big bathhouse 
ed where at present a handsome fountain exists, would, in the opinion of many ot 
the best judges, not only destroy the beauty of the park for all time, but would im- 
pair rather than strengthen ‘its usefulness to the public health. 
As an open breathing space in a thickly settled neighborhood, Carr Park now 
fulfills « purpose not accomplishedgto a similar degree by any other park in St.

While there is no opposition to a new public bath and indeed there is a well- 
recognized need in St. Louis of numerous such institutions, it is felt by many that 
they would be wholly out of place in the center of such spots as pretty little Carr 
Park. This was expressed the other day by no less an authority than Jacob A. Riis 
of New York in his lecture on “The Battle With the Slums.” 

M once called the most useful citizen 
of New York because of his great 


knowledge of the life of the poor in the 
crowded tenement districts, said in his lec- 
ture: 

“Never permit the building of a bath-

In It are 
many trees and shrubs, and curving walks 
with plots of grass between, and the foun- 
tain jn the center. 

Carr Park is 383% feet long on the Carr 
and Wash stree‘s sides, and 289 feet wide. 

It is proposed to place in the center of 
this pretty little park a bathhouse 9% feet 
long and. 62 feet wide. This will leave only 
120 feet clear on either side of the house to 
the street sidewalks and 113 clear feet at 
the ends. 

This will so restrict the surface as to 
make it practicaly worthless for park 


purposes.

Philadelphia now maintains 11 permanent 
houses, located in various. parts of the city 
most convenient to the c'ass of persons 
which patronizes them. Last year they 
were patronized by more than 4,000,000 per- 
sons. 

The bathhouses of Philadelphia are 
planned for lots 650x100 feet. The basement 
is devoted to bollers and machinery. The 
main floor has waiting rooms for men and 
women next the entrance, ¢ach opening 
ini'o a passage on which two rows of com- 
partments face. The second floor is the re- 
served section of bathing compartments, 
which can be thrown open during seasons 
of exceptional heat or on holidays. 

In New York the legislature has com- 
pelled the city to establish small parks in 
the tenement districts, and land has been 
acquired for the purpose at an enormous 
cost.

Building ‘a World's Fair is a big under- 
taking, and making a bird's-eye view of 't 
is no small affair. The painstaking labor 
bestowed upwun a great bird's-eye view, both 
artistic and mechanical, 's enormous. 


The original Woodward & Tiernan lltho- 
graph {s in n'ne colors, each requiring a 
separate impression, The reproduction by 
the Post-Dispatch is in four colors, ail 
prnted on one prees—yellow, red, biveand 
black In the order named. 

The bird's-eye view was begun several 
monihs ago, before all of the plans were 
fully matured. The origitie! drawing was 
made by George Helfensteller, whose first 
duty was to make the ground plan, draw- 
ing the ground d!imensiors of each building 
and feature in pencil, in such nice perspec- 
tive that from the viewpoint of the spec- 
tator, each would appear in its proper 
att nln Thew the eleva‘ions were drawn 


in like manner, and Mr. Helfensteller made 
a beautiful water color painting, the exact 
size of the lithograph desired. 

Had the artist possessed the entire plans 
of the great picture his work would have 
been greatly simpl'fied, but it was neces- 
sary for him to procure from the archi- 
tects each plan. as developed, and even 
after the full ground plan and clevations 
were drawn he was compelled to alter a 
tower or a cornice here and there to con- 
form to the architectural changes made. 


A “key” drawing was then made by lay- 
ing a sheet of transparent gelatine over 
the water color ard tracing with a litho- 
grapher's needie all outlines of buildings 
and the outlines of each color to be laid 
on. These outlines were to be followed in 
preducing the color print. The lines traced 
on the gelatine were filled in with rubbing 
ink, which adheres on'y in the engraved 
lines, The ge‘ati..c wasaid on a polished 
iNthographic stone, the Ink in the engraved. 
cut Ines adhering to the stone. An impres- 
sic. from the stone was taken on sub- 
stantial] paper that would not streten or 
shrink, and this key was used merely as a 
guide for the color work. 

While still fresh the key was powdered 
with red chalk, and one ‘offset’ for each 
vf the nine colors was made. by taking a 
powdered impression, face down on stones, 
running through the preftses and leaving 
bt chalk on the stones.

‘HE St. Louis Terminal Railroad Co. will begin this spring the 
most colossal improvement ever made in the city of St. Louis. 


The terminal will transform the St. Louis river front. It 
will make a new west erd for the Eads Bridge. It will sweep away 12 
closely-built blocks which were one day the commercial center of St. 


Louis. 


A year hence St. Louis, from the east end of the Eads Bridge, will 


present a much different view from 


that of today. The west end of the 


bridge, instead of running straight into the city and the old tunnel, will 
have two great wings, one swinging south and the other north. The 
top roadway of the bridge will continue straight into Washington ave- 
nue but the railroad tracks will swing away from the bridge and out on 


the big wings. 


The south wing of the bridge will present the greatest transforma- 


tion. 


Swinging out to a point midway between the present elevated 
_tracks on the levee and Main street, it will run straight south between 


these to a point 12 blocks south of the bridge, where it will swerve away 


toward Union §Station. It will be 


an elevated railway, gradually de- 


scending from the bridge and finally reaching the ground after it leaves 


the river front near Plum street.

HISTORIC LEVEE HOUSE 

TO BE DESTROYED. 

Before the projected elevated railroad 
is laid along Commercial street, whole 
blocks of buildings identified with the early 
commercial history of St. Louis must be 
razed. With them will go one of the old- 
est lan@marks in the city, a house of stone, 
laid by masons early in the last century, 
and now only identified as Nos. 13 and 14 
Levee. This ancient house stands at the 
southwest corner of Chestnut street and 
the levee. It has fallen to such base uses 
that it is now occupied as a saloon and 
lodging house for levee roustabouts. 

When the house was bullt the street was 
known as the Rue Missouri. The place on 
which it stands was the living rock. The

NE of the qua'nt o'd@ houses of St. 
() Louis has been lought very c:ase 
‘ic the end of its career by the 
scramble for rea! estate along the line cf 
the Terminal company s new elevated road 
from the Eads bridge to Plum street. 

The bui'ding in question is an old bakery 
at Fourth street and Clark avenue. It 
was purchased a few da)s ago by a-con ern 
which has been securing cons’de able p op- 
erty in the neighborhood. 

The bakery is a St. Louis jlandma x. It 
has been occupied for over 30 years by its 
present prop ictor, and prior to that was a 
residence place. 

Just south of the old bakery fs the od 
Saugrain wall, the oldest stone upyn stone 
in the city of St. Lou's. In ths thickly 
populated quarter of St. Louls were one 
day the honfes of well-to-do French fami- 
Hes of St. Louls.. The fashionabe resi- 
dence line hasMong since gone far to the 
| west, but such old structures as ihe old

hillside was blasted out to a level with 
the levee, and the rock taken out was set 
into the walls. The foundation was laid 
upon the rock that made the cellar floor 
of the house.~ The second floor of the house 
was level with Commercial street, from 
which entrance was obtained. 

The first owners of the block of land run- 
ning from Chestnut to Market streets on 
the levee and Commercial street, were F. 
Bissonet and one Trudeau, 

In 1768 Bissonet built a stone house on the 
south half of she block facing on what is 
now Commercial street. Trudeau, accord- 
ing to the maps of the time, did not bulld 
on the north half, or, if he did, local his- 
tories have nothing to say on the subject. 
But about 1800 the present stone house was 
built after the cliff? had been dug away. 
There is no record of the builder of the 
house, or who occupied it, or for what pur- 
pose it was used. 

Men who have known the levee and its 
buildings for 70 years and odd, say that

Since the Spanish-American war, 
when the United States proved to England 
that it has a navy and an army worth 
watching, there has been an increasing ele- 
ment. of English notables at the Washing- 
ton birthday dinner, and this year an un- 
usually large list of distinguished guests is

These Engliishmén represent the states- 
manship, the diplomacy, the commerce and 
the culture of England. They are thé aris- 
tocracy of power, pedigree and peif. It is 
that triple aristrocacy upon which the 
World's Fair must depend for British par- 
ticipation in the enterprise. 

Therefore, when Gov. Francis, having de- 
clined the invitation months ago because 
of a press of business, received urgent 
cablegrams from prominent Americans in 
London, sent through and with the author- 
ity of the American embassy there, re- 
newing and pressing the invitation, he re- 
cons‘dered. 


These cablegrams urged upon him the 
rtance of his presence and his voice. 
They told him that his attendance was 
imperative in order to show forth to the 
Briiish people, by word of mouth and by 
_ the visible presence of the stalwart, ‘strenu- — 
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ous chief of the approaching exposition,

for the White Plaster When the Buildings 


Are Completed 


HERE ts a plaster of paris city grow- 
it ing up out at Forest Park., Monster 
genli, one-armed but fat, on the cor- 
nices of the great buildings, of! graceful 
cutiine; griffins, huge coats of arms and 
Fhields of states, monster columns with 
fleur-de-l's—fringed capitas "and all the 
forms by which ancient and modern archi- 
tecture appeal) to the eye, are.seen on the 
ground or are) being placed on buildings at 
the plaster of! paris city. 

The .white dust out of which all these 
forms are moided comes to the World's 
Fair grounds by the trainioad. It does not 
come from Paris, as ite name would imply, 
but from Alabastor, Mich., mostly by way 
of South Chieago. Three hundred men are 
mixing the plaster with the curried hemp 
that holds the plaster together after it is 
molded, and gives a body for the nails to 
grasp. The hemp, some of it old rope, is 
run through a picking machine, to shorten

The man who invented the use of hemp 
in binding plaster of paris into what is 
known as staff and the man who introduced 
Staff into exposition exterior work in the 
United States, are contractors at the BSt. 
Louis Fair. The father of staff for exter- 
for work was originally an ornamental 
plasterer in St. Louls. He was with Guer- 
ney under the old P.anters’ House, who did

The use of plaster 
of paris in interior plastering probably be- 
an at Paris. Formerly burlaps were used 
as a binder. It was unwieldy. My part- 
ner, Mr. se re experimented with hemp. 
lt was a success. He failed to get it pat- 
ented. Now jit is generally used. Had he 
patented'it he would have had. a fortune 
right there. I baught a couple of car loads 
of ixle from Mexico, thinking it would do 
in place of hemp. It is full of thorns and 
cannot be used at all. That experiment 
was costly. 


American plaster of paris is better for 
outdoor work than the imported. It stands 
the action of the elements better. Mich- 
igan plaster is shipped by boat from Ala- 
bastor, Mich., to the mills at South Chi- 
cago, where it is piled up and caicinated as 
wanted. It loses 30 per cent in this cook- 
ing process under 400 degrees of heat. It 
boils up like water, dies down; then boils 
up again; then it is done. It is dried hard 
and ground. It is put in bags and is ready 
for shipment to the consumer. 


The name of the mixture of hemp and 
plaster of paris was a puzzler at Chicago.

used covering the molds when a cast was 


to be made was kept a secret. The glue 
keeps the plaster from setting. The secret 
of the paint was found out. Alum water 
is‘all there is in it. It forms a coating on 
the glue and keeps the water in the plaster 
of paris from acting on the glue and ds- 
integrating it. If work is intricate the 
giue mold is soon torn. But it is recast 
from the model and is as good as ever. 

The first thing we do is to get from the 
architects drawings of all the work requir- 
ed andthe scale upon which the drawings 
are made. Then we have exact size draw- 
ings prepared. From these we build our 
models. 

Eyerything in staff must ‘have a- model. 
Sometimes wood is used as the base, then 
a “¢acving to be duplicated is made in 
clay and mvided and the duplicates are 
cast and jointed to the model. Whon the 
mode is completed, it is covered with paper 
and then with clay. The paper keeps the 
clay from sticking to the model. The clay 
is used merely to give a space between 
the model and the back of the mold for 
the glue that is to be used as a mold, but 
which must have a plaster of paris and 
wood frame back to hold it in place. The 
back is cast over the clay, then the clay 
peeled. off the model and the glue is poured 
in. When the model is removed from the 
glue, we have a mold for the pieces to be 
cast in plasior of pgris. They clay is re- 
ground and aay be used time and again. 

The model is preserved and when the 
glue mold is injured, it is cut up and 
melted over and recest over the model as 
before. 

The sticks that are seen in the casts are 
there for the purpose of handling the 
casts. When the casts are in place the 
sticks are cut off and used over again. 
They are necessary to lift the casts out of 
the molda The casts are not dry when 
taken out and must not be touched. They 
are removed from the casting room on carts 
and wagons and set up to dry. The rainy 
weather has teen bad for staff, the water 
laying on the plaster of paris and disin- 
tegrating it three times as much as it 
would were the staff on the building. Staff, 
the second year at Omaho, was In excelent 
shape, though, not painted. The practice, 
however, is to paint the entire building 
before the exposition opens.

Dome—Charles Weimar Painted Them in Oil 
More Than Forty Years Ago—There Were Eight 
Pictures, Illustrating St. Louis’ Early History. 


AT is the new St. Louis going to 


do toward preserving one of the glories 


of the old St. Louis—the Weimar oil paintings in the dome of the court- 


house ” 


These celebrated paintings are crumbling rapidly to ruin. They are peeling off. 
Recent rains have leaked through the roof of the great dome and soaked to the in- 


her surface, causing the paint to peel off in flakes that now hang down in pathetic 


appeal to the public for restoration. 


This peeling, if not arrested, will ruin the paintings within a few months, in 
the opinion of artists and art connoisseurs who have lately observed the progress 


of the destruciuon. 
According to the opinion of an expert 


retoucher. the pictures could be saved and 


restored if the work were undertaken without delay. 
» Should the restoration of the paintings be neglected, World’s Fair visitors will 
marvel at the lack of pride which permits these historic products of a distinguished 


artist’s brush thus to go to ruin. 


HARLES WEIMAR'S oil paintings 
are a part of the decoration of the 

! dome of a building which expert 
architects and experienced travelers pro- 
nounced the most beautiful in the West. 

It is held by some that the St. Louis 
courthouse is architecturally the finest 
building in the United States, with the ex- 
ception of the Capitol at Washington. The 
bullding is one of the chief sights in the 
city for the trained eye of the wor.d- 
wanderer. 

The Weimar paintings are a part of the 
bullding. so to speak. They were painted 
upon the paster of the elliptical panels 
juet as the courthouse. was being com- 
pleted, more than forty yea:s ago. Co’n- 
cident w.th the courthouse in age, ih«'y 
ys 8 P88 values bo h art.stic and s-nt-men‘al 
which appeal to th: public. 

William Rumbold was the architect of the 
courthouse.-August H. Becker frescoed the 
celiing of the dome. Charles Weimar paint- 
ed eight pictures in cll as a part of the 
decoration. 

Of these three men, only Mr. Becker sur- 
vives. He resides at 1908 Goode avenue, 
where he loves to talk over with old friends 
the art work of Weimar, who was his half- 
brether and who died # years ago.

The pictures were painted on the 
plaster, in the position which they oecupy 
today, far up in the dome. Weimar 
worked on the scaffolding left by the men 
who built the dome. It was awkward work 
and perlious withal, but the artist never 
flinched. Weak almost to fainting at times, 
he plied his Wush without ceasing. The 
worder was that he did not fall from the 
scaffold and die violently before his work 
was cone.

Part of his 
success In life was due to his ability as a 
handler of men. He had never had a strike 
in his factories, and invariably had the 
pick of mechanics and laborers. This, he 
claimed, was due to his system of fairness, 
to giving the employe a.) that was due him 
in wages and hours, and exacting his own 
due in return. 

One night his wife was servantless. Mr. 
Factor took her to an hotel for dinner. 
After it was over they talked about the 
servant question. The manufacturer soon 
grasped his wife's point of view as to the 
humber of hours’ service and the wage she 
thought proper for her servants. He saw 
that, under che existing labor conditions, 
it was ali wrong. His own system gras 80 
much pay for so many hours work—no 
more, no less. He arranged a new schedule 
of hours and wages for his wife. She re- 
belled because his schedule raised her wage 
allowance one-half and reduced the hours 
of service materia ly. He argued that her 
failure to keep servants, and the conse- 
quent turmoil in her domestic system 
proved that it was wrong... He outlined 
for her a schedule of time and wages, based 
on that used in one of the departments in 
his awn factory in which women were em- 
ploved. If it took FO many women to ac- 
complish such results in his business, why 
should it not take so much help to make 
the mechinery of his home run smoothiy, 
rnd why was it net worth as much te him 
to ‘have ii so? 

With his wife's help he made a schedule 
of hours of service needed te keep the 
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sold to a New Yorker for $10,000. That was 
an Indian scene.’’ 

Weimar loved to paint the Indians and 
to mingle with them for purposes of art 
study. He was an odd genius, this Weimar, 
taking frequent trips into the wild North- 
west to live with the red men and sketch 
them and the virgin scenery amidst which 
they dwelt. From his boyhood he lived only 
for his art. 

Charles Weimar was born in Sichbourg, 
Prussia, but came with his mother and 
younger haf-brother and sisters to St. 
Louis in 1842. In 1850 he returned to Eu- 
rope to study art, having studied for a 
time under Pomerade, a French artist then 
resident in St. Louis. At Dusseldorf he re- 


he came back to St. Louis and opened a 
studio. 

He made several trips to the far North- 
west to live with the Indians and sketch 
them. He hunted with the red men and be- 
came well known to all the big chiefs, who 
held the artist in high esteem. Sometimes 
Weimer went alone on those expeditions, 
Ovee he Was accompanied by Henry Is- 
aacs, a well-known architect, and again by 
Capt. Blandofki, who was killed in the 
Camp Jacks fight.

She 
no longer worries about her household af- 
faips because the servants chosen ,when 
she began could not be induced to leave 
her. It costs her more than it did in the 
old days of trouble, but it is worth the 
price. Her husband is satisfied. That was 
one way of vettling the servant problem.

Men should make better house servants 
outside the kitchen also. They are stronger 
than women, and, thérefore, can sweep 
more thoroughly and quicker than women. 
They can make beds as well, if not better, 
and with less trouble. Witness the deftness 
of a Pullman car porter, for evidence, 


Because of their physique they are sel- 
dom if ever incapacitated for their work 
by illness, and are, therefore, more alert, 
more cheerful, and, not being women, have 
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fewer differences with the mistress of the 
house. 

As examples of men who have proved 
their efficleticy as-house servants, consider 
the Chinese end. Japanese male cooks and 
ali around housemen employed in thousands 
of homes in the coast states, the ‘‘strikers”’ 
of army officers, the “‘men’’ or valets of 
bachelurs in New York and other large 
cities. the domestic crews employed on the 
vachts and private cars of multi-million- 
‘aires, the colored housemen of genera! util- 
ity to be found in southern families, the 
cooks and porters on Pullman cars, the 
stewards, cooks and other male servants on 
ocean liners, and the army of male servants 
in hotels, clubs and restaurants... These 
men do what, in days less progressive then 
‘these, was considered-exclusively women’s 
work. They are paid better than the. wom-

en. were because they do the work better, 
with less friction and In less time.

Registrar Irvin Switzler of the university states that this new branch has been 
added to the curriculum as a recognition of the important industry of poultry rais- 
ing and the fact that Missouri is the leading poultry state of the Union, the annual 
output of eggs and poultry amounting to millions of dollars. : 

This is a unique and important step in the progress of practical education. The 
Missouri motto, “Show Me,’ is to be applied to the vropagation of poultry. 

Eftsoons will resound through the classic halls, or at any rate, through the 
precincts of the agricultural college premises, the defiant crow of the rooster and

It should be stated that the university has 
not decided to authorize this degree, but 
that may come later; and, after-some prac- 
tical experience in the science, the honorar,

It is the intention of the university to 
make this course of instruction thorough. 
The chicken will be followed from the egg 
to the market basket, every step ir its ca- 
reer as a commercial asset being ilus- 
trated to the class by Prof. Orr and his as- 
sistants, through practical demonstration. 

Just as in a medical college there are lec- 
tures and demonstrations, the latter being 
termed dissections, so in the Missouri State 
University there will be lectures upon the 
raising of poultry and practical demonstra- 
tions in the science, the real chicken being 
used for object lessons. 


For instance, take the egg. Prof.. Orr 
will tell his class of about a hundred stu- 
dents how to detect sterility in an egg. He 
will so train his pupils that they can ap- 
preciate a ‘bad egg’ by sight alone. 


As to chickens and other poultry fowls, 
Prof. Orr -will have the actual birds in 
hand, teaching his class how to judge be- 
tween the different grades of poultry, While 
the chicken, of course, will be the fow! par- 
amount, the duck, the goose, the guinéa, 
the turkey and perhaps even the peafowl 
will be demonstrated. 


The slaughtering and preparing of poultry 
for the market will be taught. The stu- 
dents will learn whether it is best to give 
the garrote to the chickens or chop off their 
heads with the hatchet.

Taxidermists of United States Museum Are Busy 
on the Exhibit-—Lions Are Papier 
Mache, But Life-Like, 


HE taxidermists of the United States 
Ay museum at Washington are hatd at 
work on the natural history qMribit 

to be made at the 8t. Louis Fair. 

The museum is going to show every 
known animal mcunted in some life-like 
attitude. The construction of such an ex- 
hibit is a big work, and a great deal of 
yapier mache and pine is used in the course 
of it. 

When the workshop was visited last week 
the men were found putting the finishing 
touches on two of the beasts which are 
to be sent as delegates to represent their 
division of the animal kingdom at the ex- 
hibdition., One of them, a lion, had reached 
a stage of dcevelcpment where only the fur 
was necded to ecmplete it. It stood in a 
life-iike attitude, and its body of paste 
showed ribs and veins and musc‘es as nat- 
uraliy as that of a living animal. The oth- 
ereepecimen is a rhinoceros. This was in a 
more unfinished state. Here and there one 
could see pleces of the wire sheeting which 
is used beneath the skin to pad it out in 
semblance to the natural body. The head 
anc fce* were roughly outlined, and the tall 
WAS as yet only a twist of rope.

with skulls, or to trip/accidentally over 
the foot of a wild beast gives one plenty 
of local color, but it takes time to be- 
come acclimated to the suggestive atmos- 
phere. 

Among his accomplishments, the chief 
taxidermist must possess a _ thorough 
knowledge of anatomy; he must under- 
stand modeling, and be able to get the 
proportions for a whole specimen from a 
skull or toe bones, much as the student 
of geometry builds ,his figure upon the 
given sides and angles. When an order 
is sent in the designer takes hie skin and 
skull, or whatever he has to build from, 
and gauges the other parts by comparing 
its relation to a stardard skeleton. 

Sometimes, as in the case of the ex- 
hibits to be sent to St. Louis, he goes to 
a menagerie to study from life. The next 
step is to set up the flat boards used to 
outline the legs and backbone. These are 
held in place by tron rods, amd are cov- 
ered with wire netting to give them the 
proper shape. 

The papier-mache, which is largely made 
of the pulp of old money and the usual 
paste and glue, is used in the same 
manner as sculptors’ clay. All of the de- 
tail and finishing work is done with it. 
It is the artistic part of the process. 
Finally, when the eyes have been put 
in place and the outer coat has been added, 
it is nearly two months since the com- 
mencement of the job; for, although an 
imitation lion or tiger may seem at first 
thought a simple affair, it is rather an in- 
tricate business to make a _ scientifically 
accurate reproduction of animal life from 
a board, a little wire, some paste, and a 
piece of fur.

The raising of poultry has become largely 
a matter of machinery. The old sitting hen, 
with her dozen eggs under her body, has 
given place in extensive poultry yards to 
the new-fangled incubator, a mechanical] 
device which supplies the incubating heat. 

Chickens thus hatched are orphans. They 
have no fond mother to guide their baby 
footsteps and find proper nourishment for 
their tiny crops. 

Taking the place of the hen-mother jis 
another mechanical device, called a brooder. 
In this device the fluffy chicks are kept 
warm and cosy, and their first feed is given 
to them. They soon learn to do without a 
mother, and the familiar motto, “‘What Is 
Home Without a Mother ” has no meaning 
for the incubated brooder. 

Even in the nfatter of feeding the machine 
has been introduced. In amcient days the

It will celebrate the centen- 
nial anniversary of the expedition from St. Louis of Capt. Meriwether Lewis 
‘and Capt. William Clark, commissioned by President Thomas Jefferson, to ascend 
the Missouri river and explore the north half of the then newly purchased terri- 
tory of Louisiana. ‘ : 

A present-day revival of interest in this famous expedition has been addition- 
ally indicated witiin the last few months by the appearance of a reprint of the 
Lewis and Clark diary and the publicaiion of “The Conquest,” a romance of the 
Lewis and Clark expedition written by Mrs. E. E. Dye of Portland, Ore., who was in 
St. Louis last year collecting data for her story. 


There is now no less frequented spot around St. Louis than the site of the 
camp from which Lewis and Clark set forth upon their trip up the Missouri. It is 
15 miles north of the city at the mouth of Wood river, on the Illinois side of 
the Mississippi. Capts. Lewis and Clark came to St. Louis in the autumn of 1803, 
and established their camp at Wood river because it was at that time just op- 
posite the mouth ot the Missouri, and was near enough to St. Louis to afford a 
good base of supplies. They abandoned their Wood river camp on May 14, 1806. 

What could better exemplify the newness of the West than the diary of this 
expedition? Two days after the three boats and 43 men of the Lewis and Clark 
expedition entered the Missouri river they were plunged into a wilderness which, 
for its abundance of wild life in men, beasts and birds, for uncommon perils ahead, 
for natural wonders of earth never before beheld by Caucasian eyes and for mys- 
tery as to what might lie between the starting point and the destination has, per- 
~ haps, never been equaled in the history of exploration. 

Lewis and Clark went from end to end of one of the greatest rivers of the 
world, the first white men to explore it; they found buffaloes, like the Philistine 
army, “an innumerable host;” they found savage tribes decimated by continuous 
warfare over inherited hatreds; they found nation after nation living by the chase, 
and having no better weapon than the bow and arrow; they were first to see and

Jefferson, President of the United 
States, when Capt. Meriwether left Wash- 
ington for St. Louis to organize the Lewis 
and Clark expedition for the exploration 
of the Missouri river. 

There had been some spirited criticism 
of the Louisiana purchase in the United 
States. Some of Jefferson's political op- 
ponents saw in the purchase what they 
believed an opportunity to undo the Presi- 
dent. They called the territory of Louis- 
lana a great and valueless waste; they 
took an alarming view of future relations 
with the wild Indians who were in a'most 
exclusive possession of the newly purchased 
tract. There were wonderful stories of 
sone of the features of Louisiana, and 
among them was a story of a mountain 
of pure salt up the Missouri river. The 
mountain of salt became one of the pet 
weapons of the enemies of Jefferson. They 
Suggested many ludicrous uses that m/ght 
be made of it. 

As a matter of fact, nobody In the United 
States knew anything much about Louis- 
lana, especially that portion of it which is 
now the great Northwest. Nobody had 
seen the mountain of sait; nobody knew 
whether the Indians were many or few; 
nobody knew how far it was to the Pa- 
cific; nobody knew anything of the topog- 
raphy of all that vast area which today 
includes all of Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, the Indian Territory, Montana, Wy- 


oming, Colorado, Idaho, Utah and Nevada,

Capts. Lewis and Clark were both of- 
ficers of the United States army. They 
came to St. Louis from Louisville, Ky., in 
December of 1803, intending to spend the 
next .winter at La Charrette, the highest 
settlement on the Missouri. But the Span- 
ish commandment of Louisiana, not having 
received an official notification of its trans- 
fer to the United States, was obliged, by 
the general policy of his government, to 
prevent strangers from passing through 
the territory. They therefore went across 
the river from St. Louls, and up the Iilli- 
nois shore to a point opposite the mouth 
of the Missouri, which at that time met the 
Mississippi! three miles below the present 
city of Alton, Ill. Now the mouth of the 
Missouri is five miles lower than -it was 
then, and the Lewis and Clark camping 
place at the mouth of Wood river is some 
five miles north of the present junction of 
the two big rivers. 


The winter was spent in disciplining the 
men. Capts. Clark and Lewis had 9 young 
men from Kentucky, 14 soldiers of the 
United States army who had volunteered 
their services, 2 French watermen, a 
French-Canadian half-breed interpreter and 
hunter, a corporal and 6 soldiers, and 9 
watermen, these last 15 only to go as far 
as the Mandan Indian towns. Capt, Clark 
had with him a powerful negro servant, 
so that the whole number of men in the 
expedition was 43, They built three boats, 
the_first a keel beat 5 feet long, with a 
square sail and 22 oars, and the others 
open boats of the pirogue type, one of six 
and the other of seven oars. The boats 
were loaded with great stores of ammu- 
nition and presents for the Indians. These 
made up three-fourths of the baggage. 
Very little food was taken and not a great 
deal of clothing. The hunters were re- 
Hed upon to furnish both. 


THE START UP THE 
UNENOWN MISSOURI. 


Lewis and Clark left their camp at the 
mouth of Wood river on the l4th day of 
May, 184. They stopped several days at 
St. Charles, the last- considerable outpost 
of crvilization, and a few days later were 
on a part of the Missouri where none but 
venturesome traders and trappers had gone 
before them. 

The Lewis and Clark expedition was al- 
most wholly made up of young men. They 
were for the most part the sons of hardy 
ploneers. The Missouri, wherever it might 
lead and whatever wild peoples 
throng its banks, had no terrors for them. 
Their little company was but a handful 
of men in comparizon with some of the 
Indian tribes through whose country they 
were to pass. But every one | 
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boats bristled with arms, and there was 
not a man aboard who did not know how 
to shoot. On the bow of the long boat was 
a swivel gun. 

After leaving the French towns on the 
lower Missouri, Lewis and Clark saw but 
few human beings in hundreds of miles 
of travels. Some few Indians from the 
Missouri, Iowa and Illinois tribes were 
found now and then along the river banks, 
but there was no Indian town of any size 
until the expedition reached the Sioux 
country in what ts now South Dakota. The 
Sioux were not found to be anything like 
so numerous as they have been commonly 
supposed to have been. They were the 
ugtiest in disposition of all the Indians en- 
countered on the trip, and it was only by 
show of arms that the expedition was 
able to make its way through that part of 
the north which the Sioux called their 
Going on, the expedition reached the 


own. 
Mandan towns, around which were the 
Ricara Indians and the Minatarees. Here 


the expedition spent its second winter. Few 
white men had ever ascended the Missouri 
further than this point, and only trappers 
and traders had vigited the Mandans. Lewis 
and Clark spent the winter in the midst 
of what was one of the most populous 
parts of the Indian country. They had In- 
dians around them every day. In fact, the 
red people were so famillar that a fort 
was. buxt and only those of the Indians 
who were in favor were permitted inside 
the gate. The winter was severe. The 
buffaloes, which swarmed the plains when 
the weather was warmer, went.south and 
left the Indians and the whites as well 
without sufficient food. Hunting game for 
food became the one avocation of human- 
kind im that part of the West. The Indians 
sent out hunting parties every day. Often- 
times the hunters were frozen to death. 
Always they worked under great hardship 
and difficulty, for they were Illy clad and 
without better weapons than the bow and 
arrow. 

WAR AND SMALLPOX HAD 

DECIMATED THE INDIANS. 

Lewis and Clark found the Indians of 
these northern plain decimated by years of 
senseless warfare. The Sloux were the tra- 
ditiona) foes cf every other tribe in the 
north. There was no organized warfare. 
but when the Sioux caught a single Ind’an 
of another tribe on the plain, they killed 
him and took his scalp; the enemies of the 
Sioux did the same thing to them when oc- 
casion offered. Small-pox was the arch 
enemy of them all.

leaving. the Mandans the explorers saw but 
few Indians, all hunting parties, until it 


reached the Rocky Mountains. The great 
falls of the Missouri were discovered, and 
the river simply flowed between enormous 
herds of buffaloes. Captain Lewis says he 
saw not less than 10,000 of them on many 
occasions when he climbed a height to look 
down on the plains. Grizzly bears became 
numerous at the foot of the Rockies, and 
the hunters had some narrow escapes in 
combats with this ferocious foe. Elks be- 
came numerous, and deer were everywhere. 
The buffaloes sometimes threatened to run 
down the camp at night. The river abound- 
ed in water fowl. The profusion of life 
and the remarkable extent and great rich- 
ness of the country increased the aston- 
ishment of the explorers from day to day. 


In the mountains the expedition found 
the Shosfione, or Snake Indians. These 
wild peohle had never seen a white man. 
They had numbers of beautiful horses and 
lived wholly by the chase. They were so 
frightened by the appearance of the white 
men that it was not until many signs of 
friendship had been made that they could 
be approached at all. The Snakes lived 
like wild animals. ‘When the hunting was 


good, they had plenty; when the hunting 


was bad, they.were immediately near to 
starvation. They helped the expedition 
across the mountains, and In the autumn 
of 1806 the explorers were on the head- 
waters of the Columbia. Here they found 
greater numbers of Indians than they had 
found at any cther point along their route. 
The salmon fisheries sustained many na- 
tions of red people living along the Co- 
lumbia's banks. All these Indians (filat- 
tened the skull in Infancy. Some of them 
were honest and others were thieves and 
rogues. There had been no:game in the 
mountains, and the white travelers were 
weak for want of food when they struck 
the salmon country. They had eaten many 
of their horses, and had subsequently be- 
gun eating dogs. It is related tn the diary 
that the men bécame so fond of dog meat 
that they would not relinquish it when 
other food was procurable. They were all 
agreed that nothing else they ate gave 
them strength and health as the dog meat 
did. 

The Pacific Ocean was reached just be- 
fore the winter 195-6 set in. The expedi- 
tion built a fort among the coast Indiana, 
and remained there until the next spring. 
when it started home. The return trip was 
less eventful than the journey out. ‘he 
indians along the Columbia permittea 
expedition to ascend the river without 
lestation, and at the he dwaters o 
Columbia. they found ‘© ‘horse 
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made the trip over the mountains without i ; 


a great deal of hardship. The plains they 
found still swarming with buffaloes and 
the never-absent hangers-on, the wolves. 
Soon after leaving the mountains a small 
detachment from the expedition was at- 
tack by, Indians who had appeared 
friendty. Reuben Fields, one of the 
men in the party, killed one Indian with 
a knife and put the others to such precipi- 
tate flight that they dropped the rifles 
they had snatched up when the attack was 
made. 7 

The expedition returned to St. Louls on 
the 234 day of September, 1806. It had beet 
gone almost three years. One of its men, 
Sergt. Floyd, had died on the trip up the 
Missouri, and another had remained in the 
Mandan country to become a trapper. Re- 
cently a movethent was put on foot to 
place a monument over Floyd's grave. The 
expedition had named a river after every 
one of its men. It had prepared, accord- 
ing to instructions, a faithful report upom 
everything pertaining to the country exe 
plored and the life to be found within it. 
It brought to St. Louis, and took from this 
city to the East, the first adequate intelll- 
gence of the great Northwest.

DR. HUGHES SAYS ST. LOUIS EDUCATION Is T T00 STRENUOUS. 


Eminent Alienist Considers Overwork the 
Greatest Objection to Modern 
Education. 

N THE recent discussion of St. Louis 
| school methods in the columns of the 

Post-Dispatch, Dr. C. H. Hughes, a 
prominent alienist in the city, advanced the 
suggestion that, perhaps, the greatest ob- 
jection to modern education here and else- 
where in the United States is that it is too 
strenuous. 

Dr. Hughes thinks the brains of teachers 
and pupils alike are being overworked. He 
FAays: 

“The true psychological aim of teaching 
should be to train and strengthen the brain 
and its mind powers, not to overload and 
break the brain. The gray matter or 
mental area of the brain is made up of cen- 
ters of reception, reflection, memory and 
expression. These centers are composed of 
millions of neurones, which register the 
memortes of the mind and coin memories 
and impressions into thought and emotion. 

“The neurones of the brain live and stow 
and strengthen like the organs of the body 
de, on adequate nutriticn and rest for their 
Gaily repair and recuperation. Profl'gate 
expenditure of brain force or inadequate 
rest and nutrition bring collapse. 


“The brain during its educational process 
whould be treated as the burdened body is, 
®.. Judiciously rested and fed and timely 
‘perated, The wise mh and the good 


prematurely. The health and strength of 
the entire body depend much on the tone 
and vigor of the brain. Hours of education 
or tasks of study that task the brain to pro- 
found weariness or that are imposed on the 
wearied brain, tend to damage. weaken and 
destroy the educaticn-sustafctng tone of the 
psychic neurones and make education 
abortive. 

“An individual should grow stronger in 
his nerve centers, that is, his body and 
mind, by educationa! training. else the edu- 
cational process is a failure. Brain tone and 
muscle tone should neither be impaired. 
Neither mind, nerve centers nor muscle 
nerve centers should be overstrained by 
education. If excess @xists {n either, the 
other suffers and moderate mental and 
physical exercise should be the rule, cou- 
pled with sunlight. fresh air, good suffi- 
clent food and timely rest, alternative to all 
mental labor. 


“The superstrenuous life in study that 
burns the midnight lamp and uses the 
first beams of the morning's sun in addi- 
tion and too much physical exertion with 
it, is apt to make one color-blind in his 
judgment and iealty weak, where educa- 
tion should make strong. The colleges are 
just now rather overdo'ng the strenuous 
part tn this direction. as with fvotball, 
rowing, etc. 


“Pedagogy might well consider the psy- 

logy of jess mental cramming and the 

r chiatry of more adequate brain rest 
nutrition in the brain and mind in the 
ling up of ental athletes.

mistakes in the educagional building of a 
brain is to charge its blood with alcohol, 
even though in non-intoxicating quantities, 
48 a regular beverage, even of light wines 
or beers. Another mistake is the use of 
the nicotine toxic influence of tobacco dur- 
ing their course of study. 


‘Napoleon's maxim was, ‘Audacity, al- 
ways audacity.’ He applied this maxim so 
persistently that he defeated himself, and 
brought to his brain the instability of epi- 
lepsy, and, with the broken nervous resist- 
ance of overaction and the chagrin of de- 
feat, he fell a prey to cancer of stomach. 

“The shibboleth of modern education is 
‘action, always actton, and the pathway 
of our educational victories is strewn with 
the stricken victims of nerve center over- 
strain, who fail and fall In the after bat- 
tle of life. Neuretically weakened and 
brain-broken in the struggle, failure and 
disappointment, because of educationally- 
imposed neurotic instability, blights the 
over-strained ambition of too many of our 
youth who seek education under presegt 
too strenuous methods. 

“In education, Uke architecture, one 
should know something of the building con- 
struction of nature's mechanics in the bulld-

only St. Louis sportsman who has hunted 
the hippopotamus in his native land. 

Mr. McMillan’s first trip to Africa took 
him into the interior along the southern 
border of Abyssinia. There is an abun- 
dance of big game in that region, and the 
jungles are of such density that the hunter 
often comes face to face with an elephant, 
a rhinoceros or a hippopotamus on one of 
the narrow trulls. 

Mr. McMillan is an expert rifleman, and 
his courage has been proven of the first 
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into the African interior. Upon one occa- 
sion he encountered a male lion which 
sprang upon him after being wounded by 
his first shot. Mr. McMillan’s Abyssinians 
fled in terror, calling upon him to follow, 
but the young American stood. his ground 
without flinching and sent a bullet through 
the lion’s head when the creature was all 
but upon him. This exhibition of valor 
so enthused the Abyssinians that they 
spoke of it to Menelik, their King. Mene- 
lik is himself a hunter, and wears the in- 
signia which signifies in Abyssinia that the 
wearer has killed, single-handed, at least 
two elephants. The king expressed a de- 
sire to meet the St. Louis hunter and honor 
him for his valor, which explains the in- 


vitation recently extended to Mr. McMillan 
to visit Menelik’s court in the course of 
his second trip into Africa. 

Hunting the hippopotamus is hardly 
what an American -sportsman would call 
sport, but it nevertheless has its excite- 
ments. The big creature is attacked by the 
natives in boats, and they fight it out with 
him in a combat sufficiently desperate for 
anyone. It would be an easy matter to 
kill a hippopotamus with a rifle, but the 
foreign sportsman in Africa prefers to do 
his hunting with his natives much as an 
American or an Englishman likes to hunt 
with his hounds—letting these do the fight- 
ing, and him following to be in at. the 
death.

Naturally Kansas is aroused over the bill. 
The press of the entire state is discussing 
the measure with interest and at such 
length that the anti-bachelor campaign 
threatens to soon spread to other states 
and result in the introduction of similar 
bills in other legislatures. 

In Kansas the legislature is already lined 
up in two bodies over the question. It is 
not a political alignment either. It is the 
married men against the bachelors. Natur- 
ally,.the bachelors are against voting for 
any measure that will cost them $50 annual- 
ly. While they are in a minority they are 
hopeful that Ldeutenant-Governor Hanna 
may block the passage of the bill in the 
senate, or if it squeezes through that body 
that the governor may strangle it with a 
veto. 

But the married legislators are as deter- 
mined to pass the bill as the advocates of 
single blessedness are to throttle it. They 
are being cheered on in their efforts by the 
prettiest young girls in Kansas and while 
the old maids have risen in horrified oppo- 
sition to the proposition, the married sen- 
ators and representatives are determ'ned to 
turn a deaf ear to their appeals. 

Not only are the legislators of other 
states watching with cager interest the out- 
come of this novel legislative move, but 
they are reported to be planning similar 
moves in other states. 

A bill which a St. Louisan is thinking of 
presenting to the Misouri legislature differs 
from the Campbell bill in that it is not 
aimed at the governor or lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. 

But while Gov. Dockery and Lieutenant- 
Governor Lee would no way be affected by 
such a measure, the anti-bachelor bill in 
the Missouri Legislature would neverthe- 
lees find shining marks. ‘ 

Senator John F. Morton of Ray County, 
the Beau Brummel of the Senate, would 
be hit right in the solar plexus, He has 
turned an adamantine heart to the glances 
of some of the prettiest eyes in. Missourt 
and, though ever courteous and gallant, 
like Messrs. Bailey and Hanna, he has 
“turned down” all the proposals that ever 
fioated in his way. 

The bill of which the St. Louisan is think- 
ing proposes to make the age limit from 
33 to 6 in thé hope “of maknig more Mis- 
sourians eligible to paying the bachelor tax. 

And what an inviting field St. Louls 
would be for the application of a bachelor 
tax, particularly if the amount were graded 
on the income of the bachelor! 

Think of how the school fund could be in- 
creased by such distinguighed contributors 
as Robert 8. Brookings, John F. Lee, 
Charles Wiggins, Alfred G. Robyn, Samuel 
C, Davis, Stephen A. Gore, Henry T. Kent, 
Moses C. Wetmore and Edward 8. Robert. 

And what a commotion would ensue if the 
Missouri legislature should pass a bill tax- 
ing old maids in St. Louis. 

That would imply a public record of the 
ages of the unmarried women of our first 
families and would make a chapter of sta- 
tistics of unprecedented interest. 

While there is no certainty that the Mis- 
sour! legislature, or even the Kansas law- 
making body, will immediately pass such 
a measure, there is no doubt that the sub- 
ject of taxing bachelors is gradually as- 
suming more importance in the world of 
legislation and economics. 

In France and other European countries 
there are now stringent laws for the taxa- 
tion of single blessednesa and there are 
many advanced thinkers who say that the 
United States sooner or later ix certain to 
copy them. 

But for any immediate trouble arising 
from this source, the bachelors and old 
maids of the country will be tempted to 
hold Gov.

Still. it was the fashion for wives 
sweethearts to be meek in those days. 

They never argued over the muarriase 
ceremony ‘“‘obey’’ and man had been pro- 
claiming himself Jord and master of every- 
thing in sight for so long without inter- 
ruption that he really thought he was the 
monarch of the vine and fig tree. . 

But nowadays we do about as we please. 

And if it pleases us, forsooth. to hold 
our collective heads up and out, who vhall 
say us nay? 

Mme. Sarah Bernhardt is accredited with 
having set the hold-your-head-up fashion. 
Whether she did or not, it Is now regarded 
as bad form to Iet the chin drop or to al- 
low the head to fall over on the chest— 
and from whatever may be regarded as bad 
form the saints deliver us! 

The result is in the sudden appearance 
of regiments of ‘‘Haughty Lady Imogenes,”’ 
who puzzle the uninformed by their extreme 
and continuous exhibition of stiff-necked 
carriage. 

There is nothing that so soon marks the 
years as the fall necks and the habit of lIet- 
ting the head droop on to the chest. 

The woman who hords her head up is al- 
Ways graceful. It seems impossible for 
awkwardness to bear company with a well- 
poised head. Equally it appears impossible 
for a fat-necked woman to be genuinely 
graceful, for the we'ght of fatty tissues 
causes the head to settle down on to the 
shoulders. 

The new fashion of rearing the head is an 
exaggeration, as all fads are for a time. 

But the exaggeration is on the right side. 

Women who are inélined to be obese are 
always conscious of the clumsiness of 
their necks, always deploring their double 
chins, always hating the fat that will not 
be kept within the confines of stock or 
collar.

The yawning and stretching movements 
of neck and mouth are excellent for length- 
ening short throats.

[I have no doubt, in this century of in- 
creasing plastic surgery wonders that a 
method of removing the loose skin which is 
the bane of all women who are bearing the 
burden cf an old neck will be discovered be- 
fore long. 

All the surgeons I have spoken with on 
the subject so far have told me that whil- 
the feat is possible, it is not an operation 
they care to perform until, by experience, 
they know exactly what to expect.
